In the Balkans, agreement Aap- 
pears to have been reached among 
Germany, Italy and Russia on the 
general principle that the Fascist 
Powers recognized certain Russian 
territorial aspirations on condition 
that the Russians recognize the 
economic interests of the Fascists. 
The Soviets were granted a free 
hand to satisfy their’ territorial 


positions. 


This safeguarding of the German 
and Italian economic interest in 
the Balkans seems to have been 
sought in a formula which provided 
that the Russians would act, when- 
ever the hostilities with France 
should be terminated, if in doing 
so the Soviets did not precipitate 
hostilities in the Balkans which 
would interfere with the Fascists’ 
‘sources of supply in that area.

NAZIS SAY THEY 
WILL TALK PEACE 
WITH CANNONS 


British Overtures of No Ac- 
count So Longas Church- 
ill Wants War, Germans 
Declare. 


BERLIN, June 28 (AP). — Ger- 
many’s reply to any peace feelers 
from London is an unequivocal 
statement that “cannons are speak- 
ing,” authorized sources said today. 

These sources declared that if 
certain British circles are endeav- 
oring to bring about peaceful set- 
tlement with Germany, these over- 
tures are of no account to the Reich 
so long as British Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill’s Government 
keeps saying it wants war to a 
bitter finish. 

The authorized sources comment- 
ing on peace rumors in London 
said that the Churchill Govern- 
ment, after all, had the power in 
its hands, while other circles, no 
matter how influential and how 
well connected they might be with 
friends in Germany, could not speak 
for Britain authoritatively. 

“We have no reason to attach 
importance to all these rumors of 
peace feelers emanating from Lon- 
don,” one of these sources said.

AM happy the Congress is about to recess

WPA HEAD TELLS AIDS 


Col. Harrington Terms Parti- 
san Activity ‘Greatest Dis- 
service’ to Program. 


WPA administrators were told to 
keep themselves free of politics 
“yesterday by Col. F. C. Harrington, 
Commissioner of Work Projects, at 
the ciosing session of the annual 
national meeting of WPA adminis- 


trators at Hotel Jefferson. 

He asserted that the “greatest 
disservice” the administragors could 
render the WPA was to engage 
in partisan politics. 

Roger J. Bounds, director of the 
WPA division of investigation, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter there! 
had been “surprisirgly few” com-| 
plaints of violation of the Hatch) 
Act, which prohibits Federal em- 
ployes from engaging in political 
activities, especially in view of tfe 
fact this is an election year. He 
said 10 WPA employes in two states 
had been dismissed for soliciting 
contributions for political purposes. 

Bounds is in charge of 73 em-| 
ployes who investigate, in addition | 
to political activity, such charges) 
as payroll padding, use of WPA 
labor for improvement of private 
property, theft of materials and 
tools, and misrepresentation of 
claims for labor and truck hire. 


Payroll padding is accomplished 
by timekeepers retaining on the 
payroll the name of a dismissed 
worker, and splitting the check 
with the former employe, Bounds 
said. Such frauds are generally 
discovered by the superintendent 
on the project or by traveling time- 
keepers. In a recent case of di- 
version of WPA labor for private 
purposes, a Pennsylvania legisla- 
tor had 25 men working on his 
recreational center and swimming 
pool, and he secured $2000 worth of 
labor before the case was report- 
ed, Bounds said.

owdered Foods for Europe's War R 


Red Cross, to Save Time and Space, Is Shipping Products 
That Only Require Addition of Water to Be Ready to 
‘Serve—Dehydrated Soups and Banana Tablets on List. 


Ste war—oe ot | cookery is going 
to war—or at least to the relief 
of war refugees in Europe. It 
is going via American Red Cross 
relief food supplies to provide an 
efficient and nutritionally sound 
method of feeding, adapted equally 
well for small families and for 
large-scale feeding of war refugées. 

One of the incongruities of the 
present war will be the spectacle of 
French peasant women, famed for 
their soups and stews blended of 
many special ingredients and tak- 
ing hours to cook, making soup for 
their families in a minute or two 
from an envelope of ready-to-serve 
ingredients such as American 
housewives use when they get home 
late from the office or a bridge 
party. 

Those packages of dehydrated 
soups and vegetables dear to the 
kitchenette housewife because she 
can simply “add water and serve,” 
make up an important portion of 
the tons of food supplies shipped 
by the American Red Cross for the 
relief of Europe’s starving refugees. 

As the kitchenette housewife 
knows, these dried soups and other 
dehydrated, ready-to-serve food 
products save space—a considera- 
tion of vital importance when food 
for refugees must compete with 
war supplies for space on ships and 
trains. They save time and work 
in preparation, important when 
food for hundreds of thousands of 
starving persons must be cooked in 
improvised, hastily equipped road- 
side or camp kitchens—or in the 
crude shelters refugee families may 
find for themselves. : 

Equally important is the fact that 
these new, compact, ready-prepared 
foods are nourishing—full of cal- 
ories and vitamins. 

When the American Red Cross 
assembled. supplies for its first 
mercy ship for European war ref- 
ugees, most of the job of purchas- 
ing food supplies was turned over 
to the nutrition consultant of the 
Red Cross, Miss Melva Bakkie. 

This meant that the food shipped 
was selected not only to relieve 
obvious hunger but so far as pos- 
sible to stave off the “hidden hun- 
ger” for minerals and vitamins that 
cripples, blinds, drives men crazy 
and kills though it may cause never 
a hunger pang. 

For example, Miss Bakkie speci- 
fied that the 100,000 pounds of mo- 
lasses and syrups sent on the first 
shipment must be dark, because 
that kind is not. only high in en- 
ergy-supplying calories but contains 
iron in significant amounts to help 
build red blood. 

One of the largest items shipped 
was 825,000 pounds of unsweetened

evaporated milk, the safe, long- 
keeping, easy-to-use evaporated 
milk on which hundreds of thou- 
sands of American babies are fed 
daily. 

Enormous as this amount may 
sound to the young mother who 
buys a dozen 14%-ounce cans at a 
time for her young infant, it is a 
mere drop in the bucket for refu- 
gee feeding. It would take at least 
350,000 pounds to furnish an ade- 
quate amount of milk for 100,000 
refugees for one week, Miss Bak- 
kie said, emphasizing that this 
was calculated on an adult basis, 
and that for feeding that many 
children much more would be re- 
quired. 

Dried or powdered milk, which 
would save space in shipping, will 
not be sent until Miss Bakkie is 
sure the refugees or those feeding 
them know how to use it properly. 
Evaporated milk, she pointed out, 
can be drunk straight, if you do 


not know how to dilute it or if 
there is no safe water available 
for diluting it. 

Evaporated milk may be an old 
story to American housewives, but 
the refugees are getting some new 
compact, ready-to-serve foods that 
may soon find their way to pantry 
shelves in this country, if they are 
not already there. One of these is 
a brownish powder, put up in trans- 
parent water-tight envelopes, which 
when water is added becomes apple 
sauce. \

Banana tablets are also crossing 
the ocean to feed refugees. These 
come in several forms. Some are 
about the size of a candy bar and 
others about the size of a cake of 
yeast. Some are made of dried 
banana and dried milk solids, oth- 
ers of banana, milk and chocolate. 
Besides the calories of fat, protein 
and sugar or starch, these little 
tablets contain, they have vitamin 
A and members of the vitamin B 
complex. They are meant to be 
used as a beverage by mixing with 
hot or cold water, but they could 
be eaten like candy if no water 
were available, though Miss Bak- 
kie said they taste better as a 
beverage than as candy. The tab- 
lets were specially prepared for 
the Red Cross for convenience in 
refugee feeding. 


On Miss Bakkie’s desk when I 
interviewed her were small sample 
boxes of green and yellow powder. 
When put in hot water, she said, 
these become “very thick and de- 
licious” yellow or green pea soup, 
with a high content of vitamin Bl. 
One pound of this dried pea soup, 
costing 9% cents wholesale, makes 
about one and one-quarter gallons 
of good, concentrated soup. Ten

So confident is Hitler of the 
success of his imminent conquest 
of Britain that he and his ad- 
visers have already drawn up: def- 
inite plans for a settlement—and 
one of that settlement’s most im- 
portant provisions is for the abdi- 
cation of George VI in favor of 
Edward VIII. 

In this move, the Nazis natural- 
ly will count on the support of 
all those who had evinced pro- 
Nazi sentiments before the crisis 
—who thought to save their per- 
sonal fortunes through Naziism, 
not foreseeing that Naziism would 
constitute as much of a revolu- 
tion against their kind as Bolshe- 
vism itself. 

A puppet peerage might survive; 
but their fortunes won't. 

Another German suggestion in 
connection with the proposed set- 
tlement—though it will be only a 
suggestion and not a demand—is 
that Sir Oswald Mosley, the Lon- 
don Fascist, be installed as Pre- 
mier.

| Will Result in ‘Self-Se- 


curity’ Program for ‘New 


Europe.’ 


BERLIN, June 29 (AP).—The 
publication “Berlin-Rome-Tokyo,” 
issued under foreign office auspices, 
warned North and South Ameri- 
can republics today that their at- 
ititude may determine the future 
economic relations of the “new 
Europe” with the Americas. The 
article was sanctioned by Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop. 

Europe, comprising the “great- 
est purchasing market for every 
producer of raw stuffs and food- 
stuffs,” is fighting “in order that 
it never again may be cut off from 
the remaining economic areas of 


the earth by British despotism,” 
the publication said. 

“It could see itself forced to se- 
cure and organize its vital needs 
where they cannot be touched from 
the outside. Whether and in what 
measure this self-security must be 
applied will depend greatly on 
whether we must, in the long run, 
deal with a friendly or hostile 
America.” 

The inspiration for the article 
was the forthcoming meeting o* 
the American republics. The For- 
eign Ministers of the 20 other 
American republic will meet with 
United States officials at Havana 
[July 17 in a conference called by

Russia’s occupation of territories 
ceded by Rumania was_ reported 
transformed abruptly into an in- 
vasion of old Rumania today and 
Rumanian military leaders speeded 
general mobilization which will 
place 2,000,000 men in battle array 
within the next few days. 

Fresh substantiation of reports 
that the Soviet troops had ad- 


vanced into Rumania itself were 
received in semi-official quarters 
but communications difficulties 
delayed details from frontier points, 
jammed with confused masses of 
civilians and soldiers answering the 
mobilization call. 

It was said here, however, that 
it was entirely possible the Red 
Army taking over Bessarabia and 
northern Bucovina might have over- 
stepped the agreed frontier limits 
in error. Official quarters made 
no comment. 

Snipers Fire on Tanks. 

The Soviet occupation of Bessa- 
rabia and northern Bucovina 
brought bloodshed. At Cernauti, 15 
miles south of the border of Polish 
Russia, anti-Communist civilian 
snipers fired on advance tank units 
of the Soviet army, and were not 
dispersed until Russian infantry 
arrived in force. At an undisclosed 
point on the Bessarabian-Russian 
frontier, Rumanian troops opened 
fire with machine guns on Rus- 
sian infantrymen. 

The fighting-at Cernauti, a city 
of 110,000 population, began as a 
skirmish between Communist and 
anti-Communist civilians. Arriva] 
of the Russian tanks, which went 
street barricades, 
drove the anti-Communist forces to 
housetops. Scores of civilians were 
killed and wounded before the Red 
infantry was abdle to break this 
resistance.
